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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on October 26, 2006. These drawings are fail to show the 
claimed plastic material in the cross sectional view as alternative thick and thin lines. See 
MPEP 608.02. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plastic material must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 20-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not

described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The claims do not provide description and/or structure for removing the 
closure from the container having a circumferential groove at the top edge thereof. This is 
particularly seen in claims 20 and 22 wherein the inclined plane means cause relative axial 
movement between the parts, yet the closure projection is securely in the circumferential groove 
of the container. How is the closure projection caused to dislodge from the container groove? 

4. Claims 20-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. Specifically, the claims are rejected for the following reasons: 

How is the closure retention means overcome during rotational movement to allow the 
closure to be removed from the container? 

Dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as depending from rejected 
base claims since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 1 ,23,27, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hohl et al. US Lynn (US 4,387,822). 

Hohl teaches a container and associated closure, the closure formed of plastic, each of 
the container and closure having inclined plane means in the form of screw threads. To the 
degree set forth, the upper edge (18) of Hohl teaches a "groove" opening inwardly. Hohl 
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teaches the threads of the container are external and the closure are internal which is opposite 
of the claimed invention. 

Lynn teaches it is known to form a container and closure with either internal container 
and external closure threads as seen in Figs. 5-7 or external container threads and internal 
closure threads as seen in Figs. 8 and 9. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to reverse the parts of the container and closure to provide internal container threads and 
external closure threads. Doing so provides an alternative, structurally equivalent container 
assembly arrangement known in the art. 

Regarding claim 27, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to apply the teaching of a convex top surface to the closure of 
Hohl. Doing so allows for a more comfortable engagement with the central portion of the 
closure for manipulation of the closure in either the closure applying or closure releasing 
direction. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 21 ,22,24-26 appear to avoid the art of record. However, in view of the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1st and 2nd paragraphs, set forth in this Office action, the 
claims cannot be deemed allowable at this time. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
